












Holyoke and the Paper Trade. 





[Continued. | 

The oldest paper manufactory in Holyoke is 
that of the Parsons Paper Company, named 
from its treasurer and agent, J. C. Parsons. 
This mill, which started with one machine 
(which is still running in excellent order) and 
eight engines, now occupies two separate and 
independent buildings, and runs three machines 
and thirty engines. The main mill, which is 
built of brick, stands on the bank of the river, 
near the dam. In this structure the paper is 
made, the other being the finishing mill. It is 
three stories and basement high, and is divided 
as follows: The upper floor and attic are devoted 
to drying purposes, ten men being employed 
solely in hanging the fresh sheets on the racks 
and in taking them down again; the second story 
contains the storehouse and rag-room, and pre 
sents a lively sight, with its 150 ‘‘ cutter girls” 
all hard at work; twelve men are also employed 
on this floor. Below this, in the engine-room, is 
a sight to please any paper-maker, being no less 
than thirty engines (sixteen 450-pound and four- 
teen 250-pound), commodiously arranged and all 
moving. In the machine-room are three Four- 
drinier machines, two of them 62-inch, and the 
third 72-inch. The latter, which is turning out 
four tons of postal cards per day for Uncle Sam, 
in addition to the regular drier has two new 
driers recently added, one of them having the 
cylinders placed in a stack after a plan fur- 
nished by the company, being perhaps the only 
drier of the kind in the country. One of 
the machines, which has been running in ex- 
cellent order, has been working for twenty 
years. To bleach the great quafitity of rags 
consumed in this establishment, two bleach 
boilers, of 34¢ and 21¢ tons respectively, are em- 
ployed. Besides this, this mill contains four 
sheet and a web calender and two hydraulic 
presses. The other, known as the ficishing mill, 
is alsoon the river bank, and but a short dis- 
tance from the other mill. It was bought by 
the Parsons Company about 1860, and is now 
used for finishing the paper manufactured by 
the company. Like the other, the finishing 
mill is three stories high. In the attic 
and third floor the packing is done. On 
the second floor are the rooms where the 
paper is reeled and jogged. Here are a number 
of young girls engaged in sorting and counting 
the paper, and attending to the four ruling ma- 
chines used in blank book work, On the first 
floor are no less than eight sheet calenders and 
three powerful hydraulic presses. The basement 
contains the box factory and a plating machine. 
The company makes a specialty of fine writing 
and envelope papers and some twenty five col- 
ors of flat cap, of which a full line is always in 
stock. The treasurer, J. C. Parsons, began 
business nearly forty years ago as manager of 
the Ames Paper Company, in Northampton. 
This company is very rich, having dealt largely 
and successfully in real estate, and its stock at 
last valuation a few weeks ago was held at $6,500 
per share, the par value being $1,000. 

Speaking of the Parsons Paper Company natu- 
rally leads to a consideration of the Valley Pa- 
per Company, which, although an entirely sepa- 
rate establishment, is managed by the same di- 
rectors. The bnildings of this company are 
situated on the elbow of the second level canal 
and close to the great bridge across the river be- 
low the dam. It consists of a main building of 
brick, built in 1864, three stories, attic and a 
basement, and has a central wing extending to- 
wards the river and built last fall. As usual in 
fine paper mills, the attic and top stories are de- 
voted to the drying of the freshly made sheets. 
The second floor is occupied as a rag room, pack- 
ing department and office. On the first floor are 
placed the seven 450-pound engines at one end, 
while the other end is occupie1 by six sets of cal- 
enders, The lower floor is used as a repair shop, 
box factory, and store room, The 62-inch Four- 
drinier used by the concern is in an L built last 
fall, 2; well as the finishing room, another rag 
room, &c. The 2!¢-ton bleach boiler is also in 
an independent L. This mill has the only 
Piper’s new patent double ruling machine made, 
The company is also happy in the possession of 
a splendid spring of water (for which it lately 
refused $10,000), which supplies the mill with an 
abundance of clear water for manufacturing 
purposes at all seasons of the year, The mill 
was started originally by David M. Butterfield, 
who also floated the old Holyoke Company, Mr. 
Butterfield being formerly a finisher at Parsons’ 
mills, The concern, which has a capacity for 
two and half tons per day of fine writing and 
envelope papers, employs about 150 hands when 
on fulltime. The total output of these two mills 
amounts to something like 3,000 tons per annum.

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The sized and dried paper may now be slit up 
into widths suitable for the web calenders, or 
may be cut up into sheets in the magner already 
described, and glazed by the plate or board 
calenders. The former method of surfacing or 
finishing has come extensively into use in re- 
cent times, the labor involved being much less 
than in the older method of finishing in sheets. 
Still, however, the plate calenders are kept at 
work upon the higher classes of goods, it being 
possible to give almost any degree of surface to 
good paper by that means. There is little 
doubt, too, that the paper 
glazed by the plate rolls 
retains its original softness 
to a greater degree than 
that passed through the web 
calenders. In the latter it 
is exposed in one thickness 
to great pressure, and is 
thinned in consequence, 
whereas, when the sheets |i 
are made up into piles along 
with copper or zinc plates, 
there is a certain amount of 
spring or elasticity in the 
treatment which largely 
counteracts the crushing 
action of the rolls. The 
web calenders consist of a & 
series of rollers erected in 
a vertical frame, and be- 
tween these the paper winds 
beginning at the top and 
coming downwards, so that 
the pressure gradually increases as the paper 
moves on its journey. It will be observed that 
the under rolls have to bear the weight of the 
upper ones, and that consequently the pressure 
on the paper will be the greater the lower down 
it descends. Many of the rollers themselves are 
now made of paper, and as these possess a slight 
degree of elasticity, and take on a high polish 
they are alternated with iron rollers with good 


an immense number of circular 
sheets, perforated in the centre, 
on to an iron core or shaft, press- 
ing these together by hydraulic 
action, and trimming them off on 
the lathe. The plate or board ca- 
lenders consist of only two rollers, 
the upper one heavily weighted, 
preferably by compound levers. 
Between these rollers the sheets of 
paper, alternated with sheets or 
plates of copper or zinc, and made 
up into bundles about an inch in 
thickness, are passed backwards 
and forwards, the reciprocating 
action being produced by the 
movement of a lever in the hand 
of the attendant. The metal and 
paper sheets of different bundles 
may be interchanged, and the pro- 
cess repeated with the effect of 
increasing the beauty and equality 
of the finish. 

The overhauling, counting, packing, and 
weighing, are operations into a consideration of 
which we need not enter. We must, however, 
before closing refer to the circumstance that 
when a closer imitation of hand-made writings 
is wanted than the processes of sizing and dry- 
ing which we have described are calculated to 
give, the unsized web is cut into sheets first, and 
sized afterwards, the drying being effected in 
lofts, where the sheets are hung up one by one. 
That splendid paper in every respect can be 
made by machinery thereis no room to doubt. 
People will have cheap paper, however, and 
they get it, and complain that it is not like the 
old hand-made papers. They are right in this, 
but forget that neither is the price they have 
paid like that which hand-made papers com- 
mand, 

Almost as important as the introduction of 
machinery has been the application of chemi- 
cals in the manufacture of paper. We have al- 
ready seen what important parts soda and chlo- 
rine and alumina play in the various stages of 
the process, and now it falls to us to eonsider 
the nature of the commercial chemicals “con- 
taining these active agents. 

First. in point of time, if not also in import- 
ance, we have caustic soda, This agent, as now 
used, was unknown as a commercial article 
until little more than a quarter of a century 
ago. It is now manufactured in very large 
quantities, and is used extensively in soap- 
making, bleaching, paper-making, and—in small- 
er proportions—in many other trades. We shall 
first look at the chemical structure of this 
substance, and of the salts formed by its union 





with carbonic acid, which are also useful to the 
paper-maker. 
sion, at the commercial methods of producing 
these agents; at their employment in the paper- 
mill; the methods of testing or valuing them; 
and the methods of recovering them after they 
have done their work, and of reusing them in 
the mill. 


Caustic soda consists essentially of the metal | 


sodium combined with oxygen and hydrogen. 
When sodium is burned in oxygen gas, two 
equivalents of the metal combine with one of 
the gas, and sodium oxide (Na,O) is the result. 
This substance has a powerful affinity for water, 
with which it combines, forming sodium hydrate 
(NaHO). The reaction may be symbolized 
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Na,O + H,O = 2NaHO. This agent, contami- 
nated with varying proportions of soda and 
| other salts, is known in the arts as ‘‘ caustic,” or 
| caustic soda. As its name implies, it is highly 
caustic, or burning in its nature. Itis so very 
deliquescent that, if left exposed in the air for

The exact composition of this substance in the 
anhydrous condition is Na,CO,;. When this is 
formed from sodium hydrate, a molecule of 
water is involved in the reaction, thus: 2NaHO 
+ CO, = Na.CO, + H,O. Soda ash and soda 
crystals conzist essentially of carbonate of soda, 
the former being anhydrous, and the latter com- 
bined with seven equivalents of water of crys- 
tallization. The soda recovered by incineration 
from the waste soda leys is also a carbonate, in- 
deed a crude soda ash often quite as rich in 
available soda as ordinary commercial ash, The 
impurities are, however, generally of a more ob- 
jectionable nature. 


Common salt is the native sodium compound 
upon which the chemical manufacturer operates 
to produce the numerous soda salts met with 
in commerce. Upon this he brings oil of vitriol 
or sulphuric acid to bear, with the result that it 
is split up into two, the chlorine going off with 
hydrogen as hydrochloric acid, which is in turn 
also split up that the chlorine may be got to 
make bleaching powder. The sodium takes the 
place of the hydrogen which has been eliminated 
from the sulphuric acid, and thus becomes the 
basis of a new chemical structure known as 
sulphate of soda or salt-cake.

I wrote several Lancashire makers for 
prices, including the proprietors of several 
brands which were selling freely in Paris. I had 
five replies as follows:

The first three were favorite Parisian brands. 
You will see that C.’s price for white caustic is 
the same as the others for cream. There is gen- 
erally at least 10s. (often £2) between the two in 
the market, and my Paris friend writes me to 


say that these very brands were sold in Paris | 
last week at £9 7s. 6d. f. o. b. Liverpool, and | 


some sales were done at £10, delivered in Paris! 
You will now see what goes on among chemical 
manufacturers, and also how extremely difficult 
it is to furnish you reliable reports of markets, 
Only yesterday I was told by a dealer that he 
had sold a parcel of cream caustic free on rail at 
Widnes for 10 guineas, a still more extraordinary 
price. Asarule, though, the prices I send you 
may be depended upon as being the true repre- 
sentation of the market. If business be bard 
pushed, 5s. a ton either way is generally easy of 
arrangement. I leave my readers to judge of 
this for themselves, as large buyers always have 
the preference.

pleasure. Iam sure my American cousins in the 
trade will always find a willing and ready friend 
here when they are in want of one. 

Here is a matter of dispute which I refer to 
some of your practical readers. I made bold 
enough to state that I would rather, as an Eng- 
lish paper-maker, buy good seconds (rags) at 
£12 per ton than wood pulp chemically prepared. 
at £24. My reasons for preferring the rags were 
two; simply, first, that two tons of rags (£24) 
would yield me more than one ton of pulp; and 
secondly, that the rag fibre was a better fibre 
than the wood pulp. I ventured to say that 
paper made from wood pulp would never look 
so bright and brilliantly white as that made 
from rags. I should like to know some opinions 
about this from both sides of the water. 

The Paris Exhibition will be well patronized 
next week by tourists. There was one feature 
struck me about the Exhibition of fibres there, 
and I will mention it before I forget it. There 
is not a single exhibit of any waste product 
suited for paper making! In England we ought 
to have large sources of fibre from the waste 
heaps of our linen and cotton factories. In fact, 
cotton waste is a staple fibre in Lancashire, 
where it is got for 4d. per pound, dirty and 
gritty, greasy, &c., of course. But there are 
yarn, rope, twine, sail cloth and other factories 
by the hundred in this country and Ireland, but 
not a solitary fibre was to be seen from any of 
them. It is the utilization of home waste that 
we want to cultivate. It is of very little use 
cutting down a tree here and there, stripping or 
barking another, collecting with difficulty a few 
pounds of fibre and sending them from the 
tropics as specimens of what can be done for 
paper-makers. When we come to order 100 tons 
of the fibre we find that it is impossible to get 
one ton. No, what we are anxiously awaiting 
here is some waste product, which shall be sup- 
plied in quantity at a cheap rate.

Many of the paper dealers here having seen 
the circular of the committee of book and writ- 
ing paper manufacturers at Springfield, Mass., 
a copy of which appeared in THE JoURNAL of 
the 15th inst., asking for an expression of opin- 
ion from those interested in paper manufactur- 
ing as to the feasibility of calling a convention 
for the consolidation of their interests, desire 
that such a convention be held speedily, and 
hope that such a call may meet with a hearty 
response from all quarters. There has been no 
concert of action of late among the paper- 
makers, and the utter disorganization and inde- 
pendent competition which have very naturally 
resulted from such a condition have destroyed all 
profit in the trade. Prices are still declining, 
and something must be done speedily in the in- 
terests of paper-makers and paper dealers, or 
paper will be left a thing of no market value 
Such seems to be the feeling here, 
as every dealer with whom I have conversed 
has so expressed himself, and from the informa- 
tion I have been able to gather from different 
points I believe the condition to be general. 
Even at the present prices only small quantities 
of paper—just enough to supply the demands of 
the hour—are bought at a time. No one will 
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lay ina stock to-day g that he

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Cincinnati Notes. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
Cincinnati, June 17, 1878 

The Eastern talk about closing the paper mills 
for three months in order to make a better ce 
mand for paper, and so improve the prices, does 
not meet with favorable response here. Some of 
the manufacturers say that such a course would 
fail of its object, because the moment the mills 
agreed to stop they would be overwhelmed with 
orders, and would run night and day to fill 
them, and thus the supply during the idle time 
would be kept up much the same as if there was 
no stop at all. Besides, to stop would cause itcon- 
venience, if not suffering, among operatives. It 
is regarded as a better plan to reduce the pro- 
duction gradually and uniformly by common 
agreement, and then let prices regulate them- 
selves. There isno movement, however, looking 
toward a meeting or any joint action. The mills 
in this part of the country being mostly engaged 
in the manufacture of other grades than writing 
paper are not so much disturbed about over- 
production. They all deprecate the low prices, 
but the demand for their products is so nearly 
up to their capacity that they have no fear of 
over-production. 

Messrs. Louis Snider’s Sons report business a 
little dragging as the warm season approaches. 
There are no special changes in prices, but a little 
weakening in one or two grades of paper. Mr. 
Harry Snider, of this firm, will to-day start east 
on a ten days’ trip among the mills and dealers 
of Massachusetts, New York and Philadelphia. 

Mr. Charles Stewart finds cause for encourage- 
ment even in the prevailing hard times. There 
has been considerable activity in his trade, in 
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cluding several orders larger than usual at this 
time of the year. He does not believe in stop 
ping mills and throwing operatives out of em 
ployment in order to put up prices. Heregards 
the plan as a futile one 

Mr. Irwin, of Elkhart, Ind., who has a mill 
for the manufacture of writing paper, has been 
in the city on business He says the four mills 
at that place have been running steadily, and 
have no complaint to make about the lack of de 
mand.

The Straw Wrapping Paper-Makers. 


The Straw Wrapping Paper-Makers’ Associa- 
tion held a meeting at Albany on Tuesday, 
which was more largely attended than any other 
held by the organization. Representatives were 
present from nearly every prominent mill in 
the State, as well as many engaged in other 
branches of the business. The discussions of the 
condition and prospects of the trade were very 
full, and the views expressed almost unanimous 
in one direction—that over-production was ruin- 
ing the business. 

The committee appointed at a previous meet- 


ing to visit the mills in different parts of the | 


State, examine their condition, and consult with 
manufacturers as to the best means of refhedying 
the evils resulting from over-production, report- 
ed having discharged their duty. They found 
every where a strong desire to reduce the amount 
of goods turned out, but each one seemed to 
think that his neighbor, and not himself, should 
cut down to half or three-quarters ti The 
large mills are generally willing that the reduc- 
tion shall be made pro rata, while the smaller 
manufacturers assert that all should be put on a 
par, so that the latter might run at nearly or 
quite full capacity, while the larger would not 
be able to run one-third time. This, of course, 
did not suit the owners of the larger mills, and 
some of them asserted that unless an amicable 
and fair arrangement was made equally bene- 
ficial and satisfactory to all, they would run to 
the full extent, and submit to such loss as might 
result for a time in order to crush out the 
smaller. The discussion lasted the greater part 
of the day, and the proceedings wound up by in- 
structing the committee to devise some plan to 
which all can agree, and which will accomplish 
the obj.ct aimed at, and report the same at a 
meeting to be held on July 9. The utmost good 
feeling and harmony prevailed during the ses- 
sion, and the most cordial expressions of good 
will were interchanged between the members at 
parting.

Photographie Papers. 


Paper for photographic pictures must be per- 
fectly uniform in strength, pliability, and thick- 
ness, but especially must have no chemical or 
| other impurities. The slightest trace of iron, 
even when not observable in the paper, would 
produce disturbing spots under the influence of 
chemicals. The manufacturer who fulfills these 
conditions does all that can be done in this branch 
of art, and this it must be said is, so far, very 
little. To attain this aim requires a combination 
of every favorable condition. In the first place 
the factory must have pure water, as clear as 
crystal, and, above all, free from minerals, 
Every step in the manufacture must be conducted 
with the most exact care, and this can only be 
done where the technical manager has a thor- 
ough knowledge of the fibres and their nature, 
and where the men employed have been brought 
up from childhood to their work. 

Two manufactories supply almost all the pho- 
tograph paper used in the world—those of Stein- 
bach, at Malmedy, and of Blanchet, Fréres et 
Kleber, at Rives. The latter manufacturers 
allow any visitors to inspect their establishment. 
The factory lies close to the town of Rives, a 
few miles from Grenoble, and consists of several 
buildings. The brook which supplies the water 
for washing has a very short course from the 
spring, but receives many important additions 
in its course. The banks belong to the firm, and 
every possible care is taken to keep the water 
pure. It is perfectly free from iron and as clear 
as crystal, but contains so much lime that it 
may be called an alkali; the water is passed 
through several filters. The rags are, of course, 
the best white, and are carefully cleaned and 
| cut. The boiling is done in rotary boilers, which 
| are lined with yon-corrosive metals, so that the 

rags may not come in contact with the iron. 
| The lime solution is carefully scummed several 
| times, and strained so that no impurities can 
come from this source. The rag-beating engines 
are built of brick and cement, and lined with 
faience plates, and the roll bars are of brass, 
The stoneware plates are simply pressed on a 
layer of cement, and give the engines the ap- 
pearance of being made out of porcelain. The 
stuff vats and half-stuff boxes or drainers are 
arranged in the same way. The pulp and water 
pipes are also lined, so that the contents may not 
come in contact with the iron. The ordinary 
water apparatus, engines and sand traps are 
sufficient for any impurities heavier than water; 
but an arrangement has been made in this fac- 
tory by which the pulp (which has been washed 
already in the engine) is cleansed from any 
floating scum or dirt. The machine, on photo- 
tographic paper, is worked very slowly, at a 
snail’s pace, and everything is brought into re- 
quisition to have it run, if we may use the word, 
regularly and smoothly. The evaporating 
steam of the driving engine must not, therefore, 
be allowed to heat the drying cylinder, but goes 
into a condenser. The drying cylinder must be 
fed with direct steam, and the pressure regulated 
with a Legat regulator.

Technical Education. 








The growing appreciation of art in this coun- 
try indicates higher education and a departure 
from the rigid rule which discards everything 
as practical that does not conform to the ideas 
of all for use and nothing for ornament. Art 
and usefulness are not antagonistic terms. In 
fact, they are synonymous, for art is the foun- 
dation of value, and the most ordinary appli- 
ance for homely uses would fail to achieve its 
purpose but for the art which governs its con- 
struction. It is therefore a good sign when peo- 
ple come to see the intimate connection and 
mutual dependence of art and mechanical con- 
struction. The technical education of the peo- 
ple is of the highest importance, and the estab- 
| lishment of schools where these relations are 
taught and practically worked out together 
shows that proper steps are being taken to har- 
monize them and to advance industrial knowl- 
| edge. These schools are taking a very high 
position in Europe, and their graduates find easy 
access to positions of importance and profit, 
their education taking the place of capital and 
serving to recommend them to the esteem and 
favor of the Governments and individuals who. 
stand in need of skilled talent. A beginning of 
technical education in schools especially founded 
fcr the purpose has been made in this country, 
and the results so far are favorable. The 
movement ought to be, and we hope will be- 
come, more extended, until every branch-of in- 
dustry is brought to learn that mechanical exe- 
caution ought to pass beyond routine, and that 
art and skill are both handmaids of progress.— 
Jeweler, Silversmith and Watchmaker.

Counterfeits and Forgeries. 


An English paper asks: “Is there anything 
that we can be sure is genuine in this world 
of sbams, counterfeits, and fraudulent imita- 
tions‘ Are the hall-marks visible on what 
are called gold and silver fictitious, and are the 
articles on which they seem stamped not really 
made of sterling but of base metals ingeni- 
ously coated to deceive the eye? Are crisp and 
clean bank-notes, neatly-manufactured letters 
of credit, bills of exchange, cheques, and 
other representatives of cash mere pieces of 
worthless paper, or the valuable securities they 
profess to be? Are bonds, deeds, leases, mort- 
gages, to all appearances good in form and exe- 
cution, what they seem, or only artistic fabrica- 
tions and forgeries‘ Inveterate skeptics may 
answer these ugly questions with a sardonic 
grin, and people who are not absolute skeptics 
may be pardoned if, seeing the numerous reports 
of cases of fraud and forgery exposed in the 
police and other criminal courts, they begin to 
doubt the genuineness of things in general, sus- 
| pect that all is not gold that glitters, and lose 
trust in the evidence of their senses. When 
they find experienced bankers deceived, sharp 
attorneys bamboozled, lynx-eyed money-lenders 
taken in and done for by clever rascals handy 

















with the pen and accomplished in fabricating all 


kinds of documents and securities, they can 


hardly have confidence in any written instru- | 


ment, however fair to the sight, and apparently 
genuine. 

The last and most alarming of the dis- 
closures is that made in the magisterial inves- 
tigation of the case of the American doctor 
committed for trial at the Central Criminal 
Court on the charge of forging letters of credit 
to the amount of £100 on the London Joint Stock 
Bank, and with changing a cheque for £5 11s. 
ad. into one of £511 Os. 8d. with intent to defraud 
the Central Bank of London. In this instance 
the evidence adduced revealed the astounding 
fact that by means of chemicals the writings 
and figures denoting the amounts, &c., in 
-heques, letters of credit, bills, promissory notes, 
and other documents, can be completely obliter- 
ated, and larger sums filled in according to the 
discretion of the operator. How easily this 
could be done was exhibited in court to the as- 
tonishment of the presiding magistrate and spec 
tators. By the touch of a magic brush the 
amount in the body of the instrument vanishes, 
and the paper is clean to receive any other writ- 
ing or figures. Extremely interesting in a 
scientific point of view as this discovery is, it is 
terrifying in a commercial point, for who can 
now feel sure that the note, bill, or cheque he 
holds has not gone through a process of beautiful 
transmutation.”

There must be something wrong at Naples. 
The printing house of De Angelis, employing 


sixty compositors, has been compelled to shut up | 


for want of paper. Whether this was owing to 
unpaid bills at the paper mill or to a scarcity of 
the manufactured outcome of what has gen- 
erally been considered as in luxuriant abundance 
at Naples, is not said. 

The Commissioners of the new Capitol at Al- 
bany have awarded the contract for five hy- 
draulic power elevators to the Howard Iron 
Works, of Buffalo, N. Y. Four of the elevators 
are for passengers and one for freight. The 
amount of the contract is $25,025, exclusive of 
the inside finish of the cars. The machines and 
implements turned out by the Howard Iron 
Works are all the best of their class. The ad- 
vertisement of this manufactory appears on the 
second page of this paper. 

An approximate list of all the newspapers in 
existence in the world has lately been drawn up, 
and the total has been found to amount to about 
23,000, edited by something like 60,000 journal- 
ists.

PROCESSES FOR RESTORING WRITING EFFACED 
BY True. (M. E. Bibra.)—The general method 
employed for reviving ink faded or indeed com- 
pletely effaced by time consists in passing over 
the paper a brush dipped in fresh-made sulphuret 
of ammonium. The excess of this reagent is 
removed by water from the washing-bottle, and 
the document is then dried, either by the appli- 
cation of a gentle heat or by pressure between 
folds of blotting-paper. The latter method is 
preferable when operating upon parchment. 
Another process consists in using a moderately 
concentrated aqueous solution of tannin. The 
method of operation is the same, and the drying 
must be effected at about 150° Fabrenheit.—Jour- 
nal Prakt. Chimie. 


A. C. Swinburne was invited to attend, as 
representative of English puetry, the Paris cele- 
bration of the Voltaire centenary, but was 
unable to be present. Victor Hugo had taken 
pains to see that a seat beside him was reserved 
for Mr. Swinburne. The most romantic incident 
connected with the celebration was the formal 
opening of the windows of the room in which 
Voltaire died.

THE MONEY MARKET.—Loanable funds 
continue to show great ease with the increasing 
dullness of trade incident to the season; call 
loans on Government bonds being reported at 2 
to 3 per cent., while 3 and 41¢ per cent. were the 
rates on stock collaterals. Discounts are slow, 
prime grades of mercantile paper being quoted 
at 3 to 44¢ per cont. 

Government bonds have ruled very steady 
throughout the week, and the market closed 
strong on the news of the defeat by the Hovse 
of the Senate amendments to the Resumption 
act; this result had the effect to strengthen 
United States bonds in London as well as the 
local market. 

The gold premium has ruled weak, the range 
having been between 1005 and 100%; and as 
the date for the payment of the July interest 
($23,000,000) approaches, the tendency is likely 
to be towards a lower rate. The following are 
the quotations for the week:

Foreign exchange has shown very little change, 
the continued heavy balance of trade in our 
| favor, and the easy condition of the London 
money market keeping the rates down. 
The posted rates for bankers’ Sterling are

sight, and the market was dull and unde- 
cided. The following are the rates to- 
day: Sterling, 60 days, *$4.851¢; sterling, 
sight, $4.871¢; cable transfers, $4.87 to $4.88;

THE PAPER TRADE.—The market during 
the past week was dull, and the volume of busi- 
ness doing was limited, as compared with the 
improved condition it presented the week previ- 
ous. At the close a weakening tendency is 
shown, although no material change in values is 
anticipated. There is an entire absence of any 
sign of a speculative feeling, and a general in- 
disposition on the part of buyers to lay in stock 
beyond their immediate wants, the transactions 
being confined mostly to jobbing lots, and in 
some cases where sales occurred concessions 
were made by the sellers. The trade in some 
special grades of Paper, such as those used for 
fine catalogues and dry goods Wrappings has 
been rather more active, and prices for these 
lines have been well sustained. Other kinds 
have not varied, and the request is very light. 
While our local consumption affords such little 
relief, the demand for shipment to foreign 
points continues to take out a large amount of 
stock. Writings are in only limited call. 
Ledgers and Records are in slow movement, ex- 
cept for the former there has been some inquiry 
for July sale, usual at this period. In Engine- 
Sized and Superfine Flat Caps there is a moder- 
ate amount changing hands, and a more en- 
couraging prospect for the near future. In Book 
Papers there has been no change to note, and the 
movement continues light. Super-Sized and Cal- 
endered meet with some call, and Extra Machine 
Finished of low grades are somewhat in request. 
News Papers remain unchanged, the supply being 
ample for all wants, and there is no over-accu- 
mulation of stock. Sales are still made on the 
basis of 7c. for ordinary qualities. The market 
for Manillas continues to rule very low in price, 
with goods in full supply and no very great call. 
The local wants for Straw Boards are fair for 
the season, and although the market shows a 
dull tone prices continue steady, sales being yet 
made on the basis of $43 to $45 per ton for State 
and Pennsylvania air-dried. As publishers are 
doing only little now the trade in Binders’ 
Boards is dull, prices are low and stock is not 
much sought for. The anticipated action of the 
manufacturers of Straw Wrappings to curtail 
the supply has failed, the meeting held last 
Wednesday adjourning without coming to any 
practical agreement. The present production is 
largely in’ excess of the demand, and if con- 
tinued the price must fall still lower, and in 
view of this belief large accumulations of goods 
are now being sold by parties who have made 
advances. Gooc qualities of Straw Wrappings 
can now be had at 2c., which is near the cost of 
production, 


JUTE BUTTS.—The market for the past week 
has ruled quiet. Sales were made of about 1,000 
bales at the range of 2 11-l6c. to 2%c., cash and 
time, which are the closing quotations. Since 
last issue we have had only one arrival, the Ben 
Macdhui at New York with 1,001 bales, which 
were bought by manufacturers to arrive.
